In response to the Applicant, see Applicant's specification, figure 3, the STU comprises a TV receiver (fig. 3/no. 302), cable 
modem (fig. 3/no. 312), and a RF tranceiver (fig. 3/no. 308), wherein the STU of Amin also comprises a TV receiver (fig. 4/no. 110), cable 
modem (fig. 4/no. 400), and a RF transceievr (fig. 4/no. 72). Nowhere in the Applicant specification does the Applicant stated the benefit 
as to how and why the STU is packaged into a single unit. Therefore, the rejection is proper.
